The fre was started onthe under side of the 
cross ties in sucha manner that there can be 
no possible belief that sparks were the cause 
ofit. Then, too, the fre was certainly set to 
more than onetie at a time, for it could not 
bave jumped from one to another without 
burning the sides of the timber more than it 
did. The conciusion is almost irresistible 
that somebody had applied atorch to at least 
eight or nine of the timbers.

Judge Ellett Fxpires Suddenly After Wel- 
coming the President. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., October 15. —The managers 
of the Presidential reception are quite 
chagrined over the little mishap of yesterday, 
and were in consultation long after midnight 
with regard to the proceedings of to- 
day. This morning the committees 
were promptly on hand, but the 
late hours of last night caused a delay 
in starting the procession of carriages, and 
again upset the committee’s arrangemerta. 
No harm was done beyond a curtaiiment of | 
the epportunity offered the President to see 
the town. Memphis is not yet a beautiful city— 
it bears too many of the scars of war and pesti- 
lence—butit is a very busy one.

showing small and rusty fronts prevails 
largely, but in its main business thoroughfares 
modern structures of substantial appearance 
are showing themselves, while the wharves 
and warehouses show tho seething, pushing 
energy of its business men and give promise 
of a prosperous future. The procession, 
headed by the band and the military, moved 
from the hotel at quarter before 10 o’clock.

A COMPARISON. 


HALLS FOR CONVENTIONS IN ST. LOUIS AND 
OTHER CITIES. 


The Advantages Offered the National Demo- 
eratic and Political €onventions Here— 
The Largest and Lest Equipped Hall! in 
the Country—What Can Be Found in Chi- 
cago, Baltimore, Cincinnati, Philadel- 

 phia, Lou sville and Pittsburg—Interest 
in the Coming Conventions Growing. 


The location of the next Naticnal Demoerat- 
lo Convention is a subject of considerable in- 
terest to st. Louis. Possessing the Innumer- 
able advantages thatcan be claimed for her 
over all other cities it seems only a matter of 
justice—the awarding to her of the next con- 
vention. Both the Democratic and Republl- 
can conventions should be gotten for St. 
Louis. There are many arguments in her fa- 
vor and the unquestioned superiority of her 
Music Hail asa place of meeting is one. 

When the Exposition boom was started by 
the Post-DISPATCH the argument frequentiy 
printed in favor of the erection ofa large 
Exposition building, with a hall contained injt, 
was thata superior hall would attract conven- 
tions to 8t. Louls. And now is the time to 
use the argumentin anewform. The Expo- 
sition has been built, the Music Hali is unde- 
piably the largest and best in the 
country. Two conventions have been 
held there that in the number of delegates 
were equal to the largest political conventions 
ever held in the country, and both were quite 
as important in their way—the cattle growers’ 
conventions. The convention of the Ameri- 
can Medica! Association was in no wise unim- 
portant, and the numbers in attendance were 
larze. But the accommodations ofthe Expo- 
sition were not insufficient for the 
first two named, and were sufmi- 


cient for two medical congresses, 
both being in session atone time. Thereis no 
place in the country with nearly the accom- 
modations to be found at the Exposition. 
Other cities bave hails nearly as large, but 
these halls have no rooms attached where 
committee mertings can be helu. The St. 
Louis Exposition building contains twelve 
large rooms admirabiy adapted to this pur- 
pose, and should that number prove inad- 
equate, the Entertainment Hall, naves and 
gulleries are nt the disposal of 
the persons holding the convention. 
The convention miuht be divided 
into five distinct groups which could proceed 
independently of eacn other and without one 
party knowing the business the other was 
transacting. The first winter after the com- 
pletion of the Exposition a skating-rink w.th 
n Drass band occupied the east nuve, the Stod- 
dard lecture course wentonin the Entertain- 
uient tiall, and the Choral Soclety gave con- 
certs in the Music Halil,

at one time, and neither interfering with the 
other. Sofearful werethe Exposition direct- 
ors thatthe roller skating would interfere 
witb entertainments in the Music Hall that 
they caused to be put in tie contract a clause 
under which they could ciose the rink op any 
rigitthey chose. But the noise was never 
heard in the Music Hall. Entertainment Hall 
at other times than during the Exposition is 
us quiet as a grave, no sound penetrating from 
the streets nor from the surrounding naves. 

Mastic Hall has a seating capacity tor nearly 
4,000 persons, yetsuch isthe arrangement of 
the seats that one.is as g@/od as another, ani 
ull are comfortable. There areso many exits 
constantly open, and additional exits that 
can be opened with ease, thatin case ofa dis- 
asterthe hall could be emptied, without in- 
jury toa single person, inthree minutes. It 
empties every hight on the conclusion 
of the Gilmore concerts in four 
minutes. In this one particular 
Music Hall is unsurpassed by any large hall or 
theater inthe country. The stage is as large 
uS Inany first-class theaters in large cities, and 
in political conventions a large platform is as 
essential as a large hall. ‘The location of 
the hail in the center of the building 
isolates it from street noises, the light- 
ing system is pericection, and by means 
ot the buge ventilating fans the tem- 
perature can be kept low enough for 
comfort at the hottest seasons. The Exp si- 
tion is within ashort distance of the leading 
hotels, yet removed from the Dusy part of the 
city. 

Chicago is the most prominently mentioned 
city in the country in the competition with 5t. 
Louis for the two political conventions. What 
has Chicago to offer either convention for a 
meeting place? It has Central Music Hall, 
which wiil seat nearly 2,000 persons. It has 
the bare Exposition Buiiding. The first hall is 
d. void of ail necessary adjuncts, such as com- 
mittee-rooms, etc., and is too small. 

WHAT CHICAGU COULD OFFER. 

The Exposition would need the same tem- 
porary construction to providean auditorium 
as itunderwent in 188, previous to the two 
political conventions. It would then lack 
committee rooms and would be imperfectly 
lizhted and ventilated. Inespiteof the fact 
that seven national political conventions bave 
met in Chicago there has never been a proper 
place inthatcity for their meeting. Linc in 
was nominated in a wooden building called the 
‘‘wigwam,’’ on accountof its rudeand tem- 
porary character. Similar buildiags were put 
up for subsequent conventions. 

At Baltimore there is nolarge hall but her 
fifteen national political conventions were 
held in cramped theaters and temporary 
build ings of the ‘‘wigwaim’’ character. 

Cincinnati has her Music Hal! for a meeting- 
pince. ltisalarge halland will seat nearly 
3,500, but the seata are badiy arranged and 
occupy less room than do the seats ol the St, 
Louis ball, consequently are less comfortable. 
lhere are no committee rooms, all tue avail- 
able meeting space in the building being occu- 
pied by the Conservatory ot Music. ‘The hotel 
accommodations of Cincinnati are aiso in- 
terior to those of St. Louis, 

Philaceiphia, which has had four conven- 
tions, has the Academy of Music for such 
events, but the hall bas many disadvantages. 

Pittsburg is buiiding an Exposition with a 
music bail connected, but itis not possible to 
sey when the ball will be ready, as work is 
being concentrated on the Exposition, and 
that wili not be completed before next year. 
‘Ihere is also a large town hall, but It is not 
a proper piace for a national political con- 
vention. 

Louisville bas its bare wooden Exposition 
buildin rhich are out of town, and Me- 
Culley’s era- house, which Is capable of seat- 
ing possibly 1,800. The Exposition is an alto- 
gether unsuitavie place and the Opera-house 
is too small, 

These are the cities that have been — 
of as probable locations of either the Demo- 
cratic or Republican Convention, and these 
are the advantages they offer.

GRAND ARMY VISITORS. 


Eleven Thousand Remained to See the Pres- 
ident—Siill Here. 


Atthe opening of the Encampment of the 
Grand Army aralilroad oflice was established 
in the Chamber of Commerce building, with C. 
S. Crane as jointagent of the railroad compa- 
nies, to extend the tickets of excursivonists 
who might want to remain in the city after the 
Encampment.

LONDON, October 15.—The long heralded 
mass-ineeting to protest against ‘‘the mon- 

trous judicial assassination of the Chicago 
Anarchists,’’ came off last evening at Fins- 
bury. The mecting was composed of some 
thousand men and women, representing all 
Shudes of radical opinion, bent on teaching 
the people of Chicago the difference between 
liberty and license, and saving the fair fame 
ofthe Lake City from the blemishof a sep- 
tuple murder. Those present were better 
behaved and far more womaniike in 
Appearance than the asseinblages of 
the so-called Anarchists, which we are ac- 
customed to see in New York and Chicago 
Much startling ignorance prevailed among the 
speakers asto the matter under discussion, 
and several located the Haymarket riot in 
Cheyenne. A comrade just arrived from Chi- 
cago made some startling disciosures, which, 
however, carried little weight with the few 
Americans preseut, because he pronounced 
the name of the Commonwealth of Illinois 
like a Frenchman, and on the spur of the mo- 
ment could only rememberthe name of one 
of his imprisoned comrades, although, as he 
claimed, he was on terms of the closest inti- 
macy with allofthem. He,moreover,assured 
the nudience that they were as superior, each 
and every one of them, to George Washington, 
about whom Americans make sucha fuss, as 
good old English beef is to veal.
